FACIO TOLD DIARIO DE COSTA RICA LATE SUNDAY THAT "IT IS 
TOTALLY FALSE THAT THE FOREIGN OFFICE IS INVESTIGATING

THAT "WE HAVE NO REASON TO THINK THAT AMERICAN DIPLO-
